“How can I get the 
vitamins and minerals I need without too 
many calories?” “Do children have dif- 
ferent nutrition needs from adults?” 
“What are the protein foods?” “What evi- 
dence is there that the type of food we 
eat affects health?” 

These and many more questions are an- 
swered for you in the following lists of 
books, pamphlets, and periodicals. There 
are books to suit all needs, popular and 
scientific, menus and food tables—and all 
reliable. Many scientific books are avail- 
able for those who wish to study the sub- 
ject intensively. 

Libraries, both large and small, have 
an obligation to make available to their 
patrons the best and most recent reading 
matter on nutrition. The layman’s choice 
of the proper book, pamphlet, or periodi- 
cal to answer his questions is a difficult 
one. Quack and pseudo-scientific publica- 
tions are numerous and often outnumber
